The President now delivered the following report, agree- 
ably to the constitution of the Synod: 


Beloved Brethren in the Lord Jesus! . 


Preserved and spared through the goodness of God, to 
assemble again in Synod, for the transaction of business re- 
lative to our beloved Church, let us be grateful and hum- 


bly pray, that the Holy Ghost may direct us in all our de- 
liberations. 
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Agreeably to the requisition of our Constitution, I beg 
leave to report, and recommend as follows:' 

» The Rev. L. Winder, formerly a minister of the United 
Brethren Church, and of good standing, being convinced of 
the excellency and purity of our doctrine and discipline, 
applied to me for admission into our Synod. As he was 
highly recommended by a number of our brethren, and 
gave me satisfactory evidence of piety, and of sufficient 
talents to be useful, he was accordingly admitted. The 
Synod will now ’ have an opportunity to confirm or annul 
my act. 

The Rev. N. B. Little was sppotaiel by a resolution of 
the last Synod, to missionate for three months, and request- 
ed to direct his attention particularly to Cincinnati, Ohio. 
Though this measure was deemed inexpedient by me, yet it 
became my duty to furnish him with credentials and in- 
structions. After travelling two months, he returned and 
received an order for the usual compensation. He informs 
me that he organized several churches, among which he in- 
tends to settle. His journal I have not seen, but hope it 
will be presented by him to this Synod. 

Conference meetings have been frequently held, in the 
different districts of this Synod, and so far as I have infor- 
mation, they were profitable to our people and ministers. 
Those that I attended were interesting. No doubt docu- 
ments will be produced to prove their utility. But great 
care is recommended, lest innovations, not warranted by the 
Bible, intrude themselves upon us. We ought to disregard 
all methods which are not strictly in accordance with the 
Spirit of the gospel. 

The Rev. Charles F. Schaeffer, having accented a call 
from our Church in Carlisle, Pa., requested his dismissal 


to from this Synod agreeably to the constitution, which was 
e- accordingly granted. I learn that he is useful i in his new 
m- field of labor. 

le- From the Lutheran Observer, a new periodical publish- 


ed in Baltimore, I learn that the Rev. B. Kurtz, resigned 
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the church at Hagerstown, and removed to Chambersburg. 
And, through the-same source, I am informed that the Rey. 
Mr. Eyster has removed to Danville,N. Y. I have notany 


official information to communicate as to the state of the ~ 


churches now vacant. The Synod should, howeyer, re- 
ceive during its sessions, some communications from both, 
or at all events, make some provision that they may f not Con- 
tinue vacant. . 


The Rev. F. Ruth requested permission to visit our des- 


titute brethren in Ohio, and to settle himself among them. 
He travels on his own expense, and I doubt not will give a 
good account of himself. I cheerfully granted him suita- 
ble credentials and recommendations. The Rev. H. L. 


Baugher, by a letter dated September 27, 1831, resigns his — 


membership, and claims an honorable and christian transfer 
to the West Pennsylvania Synod. I have not yet given him 
his discharge, as I supposed it could not reach him before 
he departed from Gettysburg to meet the West Pennsylva- 
nia Synod. As he has been a licentiate only, the non-re- 
newal of his license by the Synod, as he now resides with- 
in the jurisdiction of the West Pennsylvania Synod, will 
be, I imagine, sufficient. 

A number of our brethren in Virginia, ardently devoted 
to our beloved church, and consequently to the General 
Synod, discovering that in the number of those who were 
to compose the Synod of Virginia, an opposition existed to 
the General Synod, requested of me to re-admit them into 
this Synod, which I did very cheerfully. I deem it the 
duty of this Synod to inquire into this matter. 

The Evangelical Lutheran Intelligencer, the first perigl 
ical that was issued in the English language by our church 
in the United States, has been discontinued for want of sup- 
port, notwithstanding the pledges that had been given to 
the editor. As a considerable debt exists, it will be one of 


_ the first duties of this Synod to devise ways and means to — 


liquidate it. A full and complete exhibit of the whole con- 
cern accompanies this report. I earnestly enjoin it upon 
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thie Synod to act upon this subject as early as possible, be- 
ing convinced that delay may produce effects we would all 
regret. 
» hat a church derives much benefit from periodicals pro- 

pérly conducted, the good effects of the Intelligencer must 
prove. Hence I am happy that one still exists, viz: the 
Lutheran Observer. The work is well executed, and may 
carry on the operations commenced by the Intelligencer. 


If the brethren do justice to the Intelligencer and its late 


editor, and see their error in having been too indifferent as 
to the existence of the work, then shall I have the pleasing 
anticipation that the ws preaes, of God will rest upon the Lu- 
theran Observer. 

It is well known that Popery is now making every ex- 
ertion in our country, to gain the ascendancy over the Pro- 
testant Church. Unles Popery is exhibted in its true form 
to the people, it will succeed to an alarming degree. There 
is now, so far as my knowledge extends, no periodical that 
speaks plainly and boldly ‘upon the subject, excepting the 
“Protestant,”’ published in the city of New York. In my 
opinion, every true Protestant should support the work, 
and I earnestly recommend it to the patronage of my bre- 
thren. 

Finally, the affairs of our church generally are in a pros- 


perous state. Vital religion is spreading, and the world: 


begins to see that our church has but little of human in- 
ventions in\its bosom—that its doctrine and discipline are 
strictly scriptural, and with prudence and zeal, I know of 
no religious denomination that will increase more. 

But there is still great cause for us to pray ardently for 
Zion—to encourage our Sunday Schools, catechetical in- 
struction of the children by the minister, and well direct- 
ed prayer meetings. I cannot omit recommending the pub- 
lication of our devotional and doctrinal books in the'Eng- 
lish language; for to them, under the blessing of God, we 
may look for an increase of piety among our people, and an 
addition to our church. The book entitled “True Chris- 
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tianity,” and many others, are superior to any I have ever 
seen, emanating from other churches. ' Two books have al- 
ready been published, viz: “The Catechumen’s and Com- 
municant’s Companion,”—and “‘A Collection of Texts of 
Scripture,” &c. &c., which I most earnestly recommend to 
the brethren, as books which should be in the possession of 
every member of our church. Convinced of the advanta- 
ges of Lutheranism over many others, whom I however 
love, as parts of the army of our Lord, I recommend to my 
brethren, union, zeal, ardent prayer, and to strive with all 
their might to promote the cause of Jesus Christ. Then 
will our transactions promote the welfare of our beloved 
church, and redound to the glory of God, which is the ar- 
dent prayer of your brother in Christ, who} is the Head ‘of 
the Church.

port at each meeting of Synod what has been done in this 
settlement. 3 

5. That the Synod sanction the loan of its funds made by 
the editor, when treasurer of this body, and that he have 
credit on the treasurer’s books, as the then treasurer, for 
the same. 

6. That any balance, remaining over and above the 
whole amount of debt on the Intelligencer, now advanced 
by the Synod, till the collections be made, be given the 
agent as a small, but wholly inadequate remuneration for 
his long gratuitous labors in conducting the work. 

7. That the agent make such disposition of the copies on 
hand as he may deem most expedient. 

_ 8. That the unanimous thanks of this Synod, as well as 
the whole Lutheran Church, are due to the late editor, as 
the only worthy compensation they can make him for his 
long, arduous, devoted, and withal, gratuitous labors in con- 
ducting, from its origin to its termination, a periodical, 
which, during five successive years, has been instrumental 
in doing much good in Zion, and for Christ’s cause in our 
own Church in particular.

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The late editor declares to this Synod, that whatever sur- 
plus may remain after the debt is paid, he for himself and 
his children, hereby relinquishes to this Synod, to be ap-

‘We copy the following extract from the 
Charleston Observer, as expressing our own 
sentiments precisely on an important subject. 
We have long wished to impress oar students 
with the importance of finishing the course of 
studies prescribed in the Seminary. Many of 
them leave the Institution after two years pre- 
paration, and however zealous they may be in 
the cause of their Master, yet this will not 
compensate for thorough intellectual training. 
Besides they loose the advantage of the Lec- 
tures on Church Government, Composition and 
Delivery of Sermons, Pastoral Theology, and 
several other branches of paramount impor- 
tance, all of which are taught only in the third 
year of the course. | 


“ It has been customary in every part of our 
country, to license students of Theology who 
have passed hastily through an academic course, 
and devoted a year or two in preparing for the 
Ministry. Nor is the time thus spent, always 
occupied to the best advantage, They have 
not always had the best instructers, nor the pro- 


| per facilities for acquiring information. Their 


plan of study has been very defective, and of- 
ten has an undue attention been paid to some 
subjects, while others, far more important, 
have been entirely neglected. ~Consequently 
they commence the arduous labors of the Min- 
istry, illy furnished, and, in most cases, they 
remain so during life. If, however, they had 
remained two or three years longer in their 
preparatory studies, and had enjoyed mean- 
while the advantages of able preceptors, to- 
gether with suitable text books and books of 
reference, and the society of those who had 
the same office in prospect, they would have

provement. And not only would their know. 
ledge have been more extensive, but their judg. 
ment would have been more matured, and in 
every respect they would have been better fit- 
ted for the work to whicli they are called. It 
has been frequentiy observed—and facts, we 
think, sufficiently sustain the position—that in 
general those Ministers who have entered late 
in Jife the vineyard of their master, after a long 
period of preparation, have usually labored 
more years and with far greater success than 
those who have been early inducted into the 
office. And the reason is obvious—the former 
have acquired bodily and mental strength; 
while the latter sink under the effort which 
they are compelled to make. | 

From the foregoing rather desultory remark 
we would deduce the following inferences : 

1, That the students in: our Theological 
Seminaries should feel it their duty and their 
privilege to pursue a full course of at least 
three years diligent study. 

2. That Presbyteries (Synods) would gene- 
rally confer a great favor upon applicants for 
licensure in requiring of them higher qualifi- 
cationsthan it is usual to demand. 

8. That our churches are standing in their 
owfilight, when they solicit candidates for the 
Ministry to enter upon this important and re- 
sponsible office without due preparation. 

4. That the Infant Theological Seminary 
established by the Synod, demands the foster- 
ing care of our churches—its Library should 

Be well furnished—Professorships should be 
endowed for the different departments of study 
and where they are not filled, they should 
be filled without delay by our ablest Theolo- 
gians. And students should be impressed with 
the importance of the work in which they are 
about to embark, and made to feel that in the 
present age of the world more than ordihary 
qualifications are needed for the honor of re- 
ligion, and the advancement of*thé Redeem- 
er’s cause. |
